His death occurred at 9:45 o'clock 
this morning in St. Vincent's Hos- 
pital, Dublin, which he entered 10 
days ago for an operation for ton- 
silitis.

for his official duties, returning to 
the institution at night. 

This morning ‘1e ate ai hearty 
breakfast and was going upstairs 
when he suddenly collapsed. He 
was carried into his reom and a 
doctor was immediately summoned.

Con- 
cerns engaged in the preparation of 
foodstuffs and medicines and the 
containers thereof are last on the 
priority list. 

None of the above may obtain 
coal for storage, for exchange or for 
sale, the.commission has ruled. 

Applications for coal to be distrib- 
uted under the priority ruling should | 
be made immediately, Commissioner | 
Hugh Melndoe stated today. All 
applications must be investigated, 
forwarded to Washington and 
over to a regional Federal 
distributor in charge of coal produc- 
tion, and the director orders the coal 
shipped from the nearest point, Mc- 
Indoe explained. As Eastern Mis- 
souri formerly was supplied with coal 
from Illinois flelds, it now is necés- 
sary to get bituminous coal else- 
where and delay is experienced, he! 
said. Ten days or two weeks should 
be allowed for coal distribution, Mc- 
Indoe believed.

animals in a surrounding of land- 
scape is Anton Mauve (1838-1891), . 
by whom there are seven paintings 
in the current loan exhibition. His 
favorite subject was sheep, of the 
pictorial qualities of which he pos- 
sessed a consummate knowledge, 
Mrs. Daniel Catiin lends to the exhi- 
bition two important examples of the’ 
work of Mauve. The larger of these, 
entitled “Landscape With Sheep,” is 
particularly noteworthy for its sub- 
tle, at mospheric treatment and its 
idyllic sentiment. It shows a shepe- 
herd with his flock in the low. soft 
light at the close of day, The rendi-

capital and labor. simr lv because 


labor-power being abolished through 
such unlimited machine power, and 
the price to be paid for labor-power 
being today the only bone of conten- 
tion between capital and labor, the 
labor question would simply cease to 
exist?” 

Of course, Edison replied tacitly 
acreeing to my contention so far as 
the labor question was concerned, 
but always having in mind the urge 
to struggle inherent in humanity. 
“the motion of the earth alone could 
give us al] the light, heat and power 
we want and that many thousand 
times over, and some day we maey

One advertisement reads: “Arranges marriages with 
maidens and widows having from $500 to $10.000.” 


The schatchen is an enthusiastic believer in his call- 
ing. “How _are these young people to meet each other 

that is, properly?” thev ask. “The girl can’t £0 
asking for eligible young men. The young man, he is 
busy. He must spend his time at work. How can 
he find out about a girl? He wants more than good 
loo*s, doesn't he? 

“What is the shy, refined girl to do? Flirt? Never!’ 
What man wishes to marry a girl he meets by flirting? 
sy us both parties are introduced after each has 
learned something of the pedigree of the other. don’t 
you see? And it saves men from sirens.” 

Both the “schatchen” and the parents conspire to 
circumvent the objections to such procedures bv the 
young American-born daughter. The “schatchen” 
visits the family as a friend and so learns what he 
needs to know about the young lady. The young man 
sent to court her is introduced as, perhaps, a business 
associate of her father. It must be done somehow, 


_for there is no horror quite as dreadful in the mind of 


the orthodox Jew as an old maid in the family. 

It has become the custom for rich Jews in the small 
towns of the South or West to send their marriazgeablie 
daughter to stay with a distant relative in New York 
or some other large city for a few months in the 
winter or summer. Since almost every .Jew has rela- 
tives, or “landsieute,” in New York, this is managed 
ensily. A “schatchen” reports that among his clients 
now in New York there are girls from Chattanooga, 
Tulsa and Peoria. His successes are reported in the 
home towns and other giris follow to the big 
city and appeal to the match broker, whose fame has 
traveled to the hinterland. 

The girls seldom come alone, unless they are orphans. 
Parent or relative does the talking for the shy one. 

It is seldom that a man marries the first girl he 
“looks over.” The girl, too, usually is equally fastidi- 
ous. I saw whole pages and card after card inked with 
appointments—and yet no “culmination.” Some brok- 
ers drop clients after a year; others retain them for a 
decade or more in the hope of arranging a marriage 
eventually. 

One should not be too harsh with the schatchen, for 
he sees everything in terms of providing a mate. Each 
of the six I interviewed for this article offered his 
services to me, gratuitously and solicitously. 

“But.” I exclatmed, “I have no money!” 

“Oh. that is nothing—there are other things than 
money.” I was hastily reassured. “J will remember 
you and look. Yes, I will write to you when I find the

Sing Prison, a murderer by his own confes- 

sion. His name, of course, is not Peter Ib- 

betson at all, but what it is doesn’t matter— 
in Sing Sing he wears a gray uniform and is identified 
from his fellows only by a number. 

| asked him if he had read Du Maurier’s novel. He 
shook his head, “No.” I wondered afterwards if he 
should not be told the story, since his own life was 
the materialization of Du Maurier’s idea, outstripping 
even the imaginative fertility of the author's brain.

There his real life 
begins.

“dream true—just cross your feet and put your hands 
under -your head, and you can dream whatever you 
like.” So, nightly, through forty years, these two 
“dream true” and meet each other whenever 
and however they desire. 

Always they are young and handsome, and 
are sweethearts. Each night the quiet old 
gentleman, Peter, goes to his prison bed to 
live in a pleasant dream land with his be- 
loved.

‘So it may be with Westminster Abbey, which, now 
ihat the whitewashing is under way, is being referred 
to as “the whited sepulcher.” Two or three hundred 
years are as nothing in the life of a nation with age-old 
_raditions, and it is possible that the mellowing influ- 
ence of time will tone down the now garish white of the 
great cathedral and give a coloring more beautiful 
than any it has ever had. 

But those who object to the whitewashing are not so 
optimistic. An editorial writer has this to say in the 
London Daily Express: 

“Soon the great grey Gothic pile will resemble an 
exhibition masterpiece made of plastér of paris. A lit- 
tle later, its virgin white streaked with London soot, 
it will look like an exhibition building abandoned for 
years to the elements. At first though* such treatment 
for the Abbey seems an incredible, senseless outrage. 
There is, of course, a feason: it only looks exactly like 
whitewash. It is a preservative fluid warranted to 
shield the stones from the ravages of London weather. 
Without the preservative $200,000 a year must be ex- 
pended in restoring stones, and the money is not forth- 
roming. That is the reason for the vandalism now in 
progress, and the reason is not good enough. If we 
are to make England's most hallowed edifice ridiculous 
for the sake of saving money on stones, will it be long 
before we are told that the Abbey must be pulled down 
to save the cost of the whitewash?” 

- Some of the critics, not content with condemning the 

whitewashing project as “American,” have cite in- 
stances of similar “vandalism’’ in other countries. 
Writing for the New York Times, Frederick Cunliffe- 
Owen said: 

“A year or so before the great war ex-Emperor Wil- 
liam, whose pretensions to artistic taste have always 
been most peculiar, inaugurated a mania for scrubbing 
ancient monuments and buildings, both ecclesiastical 
and secular, by instituting a series of prizes and by the 
bestowal of knichthood upon the authorities of the 
cleanest cities. towns and villages in his dominions, 
with the result that all Germany ret to work to clean 
up, to the detrimént of ar¢heology and of art. 

“The craze spread to Agstria and to Italy, and one 
fine morning the Florentines who happened to be up 
early were horrified to see a municipal watering man 
turning his hose upon the so-called Loggia dei Lanzai. 
where are sheltered some of the greatest masterpieces 
of the sculptural art of Italy. One after the other the 
waterman douched the “Perseus” of Benvenuto Cellini. 
the “Sabine” of John di Bologna and the “Judith” of 
Donatello: and in response to the angry denunciations 
with which he was overwhelmed declared that he had 
received orders to rid all the statuary of the Loggia of 
dirt and grime. 

“It was only in response to a vicorous protest. siened 
‘- 9 the leading citizens and foreign residents of 
Florence, that the municipa! authorities finally con- 


precious marbles, by Arnolfo di Lapo toward the end 
of the thirteenth century, under the very eyes of Dante, 
and to which age and grime had given a rich, velvety 
color, was subjected to a scouring, scraping and cleans- 
ting, transforming its entire appearance into something 
glaringly brilliant and luridly new. 

“The monochrome of grime produced in time artistic 
effects undreamed of by architects. Some of the 
greatest painters have raved about the exquisite tints of 
orange and of russet-brown, that end by dimming the 
glare of originally white, or light-gray stonework. 
Turner was Feenly alive to the esthetic value of dirt, 
and would, when painting out of doors, sometimes im- 
patiently snatch a handful of earth from the ground, 
and smudge the canvas, to get the effect he desired. 

“Sir David Wilkie, too, understood the artistic im- 
portance of grime and dirt, and on one occasion, when 
Clar*son Stanfield. the Royal Academician, was show- 
ing some work that he had done, work characterized by 
the fastidiousness for which he was so noted, Wilkie 
remarked, as he looked at the picture: ‘Mr. Stanfield, ye 
have yet to learn, sir, that durtt is a capital thing. A 
capital thing is durtt.” 

“One of the most impressive features of Westminster 
Abbey is the grime with which it is now covered, on 
the outside, and in the inside. Not only does it soften 
and mellow the entire aspect of the historic church, but 
it likewise convevs to every visitor the sense of extreme 
age of the venerable edifice, the now dusty but once 
light-colored stones of which have witnessed so many 
wonderful changes, s0 many dramatic and tragic events, 
recorded in the annals of England, since the reign of 
the canonized Kine Edward the Confessor.” 

It has been pointed out by British writers that the 
whitewashing of Westminster Abbey may set a prece- 
dent which will be followed in respect of other noted 
buildings and monuments, such, for instance, as the 
cathedrals of Lincoln and York and will set a fashion 
which may lead to the scrubbing and scouring of such 
buildings as the Notre Dame Cathedra) in Paris, the 
Cathedral of Rouen. St. Peter’s at Rome-and the Ca- 
thedra!l of St. Stephens in Vienna, all of which are laden 
with the grime and dust of ages.

HERE is one community within the con- 
fines of our city where distinction, social!

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HE farm colony system of caring for the 
insane is achieving remarkafle curative 
results at the Illinois State Hospital near 
Upper Alton, whose superintendent, Dr. 
C. E. Trovilion, boasts that this is the 
only hospital for the insane, so far as he 
knows. which has no barred windows and 
no locks on the doors. 

This hospital, one of five Illinois asylums supported 
by the State, was opened in 1917. It has been in opera- 
tion long enough to show results of its distinctive 
‘back to nature” methods in soothing and restoring dis- 
ordered minds 

The patients now number 596 men and 360 women, 
a majority of whom have progressed so far that, under 
the direction of a few paid employes, they are able 
to perform all of the manual labor on the hospital farm 
of 1934 acres. 

One advantage of the system, as pointed out by Dr. 
Trovilion and his assistant, Dr. P. S. Waters, is that 
the patients are so handled that they feel a minimum 
of restraint and are kept so occupied that they derive 
the full benefits of life in the open and of wholesome 
muscle-building work. which in many cases improves 
the health tone of their minds as well as their bodies. 

When the hospital tract was bought it consisted of 
‘ive separate farms, each with a commodious farm- 
house. It was proposed at first to tear down these 
buildings and house all of the patients in the conven- 
tional “asylum.” or central building, with wards, cells, 
barred windows and the usual! “institutional” aspects 
of such places. Put Dr. Trovilion and other far-sighted 
persons saw that the farmhouses would be the best 
sort of nucleus for an experiment on an adequate scale 
to test the value of the farm colony idea and give nature 
a chance to demonstrate its curative powers. 

It was demurred that with patients in all stages of 
insanity -it would be impossible to find a sufficient 
number of them fitted for farm work, and it also was 
feared that the patients would be difficult to control 
if given the freedom necessary to make them efficient 
farm workers 

Both of these ideas have been exploded. Of course, 
not all of the patients have been amenable to this sort 
of treatment. It is still necessary to keep some of 
them in centra! buildings under constant guard. though 
even these buildings have no Dars or massive locks to 
remind the inmates that they are in captivity. 

In the early stages of the experiment it was 
found that men and women among the patients 
who could not be moved by any other sugges- 
tion gave instant response to the opportunity 
to do farm work. Discussing this unexpected 
result, Dr. Waters said: 

“It would seem that the farm is a symbol of 
peace to many persons inside as wei! as out- 
side of asylums. A large number of those who 
find their way into institutions of this kind 
are suffering from the effects of the fevered 
and hurried life of the cities. Probably the 
last normal impression that remains to them— 
in many cases the final sane thought before 
their minds cracked under the strain-—is the 
desire to find rest and contentment out in 
the country. “Thousands of workers in the 
cities have this dream constantly before them. 
If it were possible for more of them to re- 
alize the dream in time to avert the mental 
wreck, there would be need for fewer institu- 
tions of this kind. 

“Now it has been found by doctors in other 
lines that the same agency which might have 
acted as a preventive may be efficient also as 
a cure. Some such idea was in our~ minds 
when we decided to try out the farm colony 
plan in caring for the insane here.” 

Another phase was suggested by Dr. Tro- 
vilion as possibly explaining the success of 
the plan. 

“In any large gathering. whether in or out 
of a hospital or asylum.” he said, “there will 
always be found a large number of persons 
who were born or had their early training on 
the farm. Those early days were their nor- 
mal days, when their minds were at their best, 
before they went to the big cities and had 
their nerves and minds worked to a frazzle. 
It is reasonable to suppose that if the old 
environment can be restored there is a chance 
that the mind may be brought back to its 
original vigor. In many cases here it seems to 
have worked out that way. Youthful impres- 
sions are the most lasting.“and it often has 
been the case that experiences of patients 
while working on the farm here e re- 
kindled the smoldering spark of rac and 
put the mind back on the right track.” 

The percentage of cures has mounted stead- 
ily since the experiment was started less than 
five years ago. Last year the discharges 
emounted to more than 20 per cent of the 
total enrollment of patients; it is expected 
that this year it will more closely approach 
30 per cent. 

Not only has the system been good for the 
patients, but it has been good for the farm. 
A few days ago the newspaper reading world 
was amused by a widely circulated news item 
to the effect that in all the great agricultural 
district of Madison County, Ill, this farm, 
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Illinois State Hospital near Upper Alton 
has no barred windows and no 
locks on doors — Patients live in 
farmhouses and do all kinds of 
agricultural labor—Benefits both 
body and mind — Five old farm- 
houses occupied in hospital tract 
where farm colony test is being 
made with success as shown by re- 
sults of five years—Only crop of 
oats in that region grown this year 
by insane persons Ss $: 


operated by the labor of insane patients, was the only 
one which produced a crop of oats. 

Wet weather at the planting time prevented the 
sowing of oats on most of the Madison County farms, 
and where it was sown the subsequent downpours of 
rain prevented it from coming to full growth. The 
general complaiagt in the country was that this year’s 
spring was “too wet for oats.’ Not so at the State 
Hospital. Of course, the planting of the oats there 
was done under the direction of an expert, C. O. Peak, 
the agriculturist of the hospital; but the necessary 
work, which had to be performed quickly and well, 
was performed by patients. 

Peak recalled that farmers of the old school when 
handicapped by wet weather did not plow the ground, 
but sowed the oats broadcast on the surface and then 
went over it with a harrow. He decided to try this 
March 10 last, one of the few dry days of the early 
spring. As he expressed it, the work was done “be- 
tween showers.” 

A large number of patients, all working at the same 
time, went over a 60-acre tract. hurrying to broadcast 
the oats before it should rain again. They entered 
into this task as zestfully as if it were a game, vying 
with each other to see who could get over the most 
ground in the least time. Then with equal zeal they

When 
the American millionaire 
started his stable in 
France his aim was to 
make it the supreme ex- 
emplification of ali that is 
finest in horse racing. He 
wanted those associated 
with him to be not only 
the most able in their call- 
ing, but the most repre- 
sentative of clean sports- 
manship. That is why he 
picked William Duke as 


Frank O'Neill jr. and his sister, Mary Margaret. Frank is proud of his 


ability as a fencer. 


Before long Louis Lemp, the brewer, gave him a 
steady job riding on the flat at all the meetings in the 
St. Louis district. Transferring his allegiance to Tom 
P. Hayes’ stable, Fran¥ie rode 126 winners in three 
months in 1990. His fame spread, and 1902 saw him 
in New York serving as principal rider for Newton 
Bennington. He won the Brooklyn Hamilicap the fol- 
lowing year on Irish Lad, and the Century on Hermes. 
Thereafter, every big race, with the single exception of 
the Futurity. fell to his colors. His reputation became 
nationwide, likewise his popularity. 

By 1905 his girth and his purse were inflated to a 
point where ownership seemed more expedient than 
riding. So there began the partnership with Fred Bar- 
lew that kept Frank out of the saddle for three years. 
and reduced his bankroll, if not his avoi-dupois, almost 
to the vanishing point. 

“It wasn’t so much the horses as the Chinaman cook 
and the forty niggers we had that lost us money.” 
Frank tells one. with a reminiscent chuckle. 

The B. and O. outfit was sold after Gov. Hughes 
temporarily squashed racing in New York, and Frank 
sailed for France, with the proceeds and his young 
wife. Seon after his arrival be bought a mare called 
Wanda, upon which he won the first race he had ridden 
since becoming an owner. In 19°99 he came in first 72 
times, as a free lance jockey. The year after he won 
the French Derbs for William K. Vanderbilt. and 
thenceforth, up to the time of Mr. Vanderbilt's death. 
he remained the stellar attraction of that distinguished 
sportaman’s establishment.

every classic on the French and English turf. mostly on 
Vanderbilt horses. For thirteen years he has stood at 
the top of the jockeys’ list.

ROBABLY the only American women who 
ever wore crowns of Russian Empresses told 
2 Post-Dispatch Sunday Magazine writer all 
about it the other day in the handsome home 
of former Gov. James P. Goodrich of In- 
jiana, at Winchester, in the Hoosier State. 
They are Mrs. Goodrich’ and Miss Marie 
Moorman, also of Winchester, both natives of Indi- 
ana. Just back from a trip to Russia with the for- 
mer Governor, who went for the third time as emis- 
sary for Herbert Hoover and the American Food Ad- 
ministration- for-the relief of Russian famine suffer- 
ers, Mrs. Goodrich and Miss Moorman had not. recov- 
ered altogether from the bedazziement of inspecting 
half a billion dollars’ worth of Russian crown jewels. 

‘In fact,” admitted Miss Moorman, who is a beautiful 
and vivacious girl. “I don’t believe I ever again shall 
feel the same after having tried on two imperial 
crowns and feasted my eyes on many others, in addi- 
tion to big packing boxes full of coronets, tiaras, neck- 
laces, pendants, crosses, loose diamonds. pearls, rubies, 
sapphires. emeralds—they said the collection was worth 
$500,000,000: and they took those dazzling things from 
great boxes this long.” 

Miss Moorman extended her hands at least three 
feet apart. 

“Oh, now, Marie.” interrupted the stately Mrs. Good- 
rich, smilingly. “they really weren't so large as that; 
they were lite biz bandboxes for size, the sort one’s 
large hat is delivered in, you know.” 

“Well, anyhow,” insisted Miss Moorman, “they looked 
big to me; but perhaps | was too busy appraising the 
beauty of the crowns and crown jewels to estimate the 
size of the boxes. I simply looked until my eyes 
ached.” 

Poth the ladies declared that they really got tired of 
looking at the bewildering opulence of former Russian 
royal splendors as expressed in precious gems and gold- 
wrought workmanship. For two hours they saw and 
handled the marvels, as bex after box was brought up 
and opened and the contents passed around for inspec- 
tion. Gov. Goodrich also was present, and had he 
liked he could have placed upon his head the mag- 
nificent crown last worn by the unfortunate Nicholas 
If. first worn by Peter the Great, used since his time 
at coronations of all the Czars. 

“It was too heavy for me.” said the Governor. “I 
handled it—hefted it, as we Hoosiers say—but didn't 
try it on.” 

“It looked something like a derby hat, in general 
shape,” said Mrs. Goodrich. “but, of course, was studded 
with wonderful jewels. There was a great stone for a 
centerpiece.” 

Yes, and though the Indiana party had no time to 
count them, there were no less than 900 diamonds in the 
imperial crown, including a cross of diamonds rising 
from a huge, uncut ruby in the center. It will be re- 
membered that when Nicholas Il. at his coronation in 
i834, placed the crown of Peter the Great upon his 
head, with great dignity and deliberation, it tilted 
slightly, being too large for him, and that the incident 
was seized upon as an augury of evil for his reign. .

N PHE last three months between 1200 and 1509 
new radio companies have been incorporated 
in the United States, and Alexander Eiseman, 
president of the National Radio Chamber of 
Commerce, has issued a warning saying that 
many are frauds, organized to trim the public. 
Some of them, he says, are stock flotations 
and others actual) manufacturers, but of inferior goods, 
by which the radio enthusiast is cheated. He bids 
both the investor and the fan beware. 

In other words, the good and gullible American pub- 
lic is on for another mulcting such as it has endured 
in connection with every notable invention on the 
books. As a matter of fact, the skinning of the peo- 
ple by means of radio stocks has already been in prog- 
ress for some time. There are not fewer than 200 
fraudulent stock companies in the field and there are 
more than five times as many special! frands, tricks 
and cheats in action against the everyday man and 
his purse. Already some millions of hard-earned dol- 
lars have been taken from the purses of the gulls 
and a good many millions more will fall to the share 
of the sharpers before the thing can be checked. This 
is, of course, in keeping with tradition. 

For three-quarters of a century the United States 
has been a hunting paradise for the inventions and 
discoveries shark. He has found an abundance of 


game among us. The reasons are obvious A good 


many imoortant inventions have come out of this 
country, beginning with the steamboat and the cotton 
gin and ranging down to the phonograph. the motion 
picture camera and newer marvels, not. however, in- 
cluding the wireless. Consequently every other Amer- 
ican considers himself a potential Edison. and the be- 
lief is generally and loudly maintained that ail great 
mechanical discoveries were made in this abundant 
land. 

The result of this attitude has been that those of 
us who haven't the time or bent or gift for mechanical 
devising have always the desire to share vicariously 
in some sort of profitable invention. We are forever 
looking for the chance to “invest” a little money in a 
company which controls patents or to put up the cash 
to grubstake an<dnventor. The crooks and confidence 
men are actually aware of this national weakness of 
ours and have not been slow to profit by it. 

Every time a genuine invention has come before the 
country the confidence men and phoney stock salesmen 
have jumped into the breach and afforded everyone 
a chance to invest in this new wonder. It happened 
with the telegraph long ago. The thing was repeated 
in the case of the telephone. as the many one-horse 
telephone lines still extant in the country will wit- 
ness. The wireless was mercilessly exploited in this 
manner. So have been the automobile, the typewriter, 
the camera. the adding machine, the airplane, the gas 
engine—and every other mechanism that has stirred 
the imagination of men and wrought changes in our 
manner of doing the practical things of life. 

The manner of appealing to the public for its money 
has remained unchanged for a good many years. Just 
as the wily ofl company promoter dangles before the 
greedy eyes of his gull the spectacle of Mr. Rocke- 
feller’s enormous wealth, so the inventions game swin- 
dier bolds out before his victims the alleged story of 
triumphant inventions of the past. Most of us are fa-

miliar with the bait. There comes a circular which 
says. in effect: 

“Had you bought one share of the original Bell tele- 
phone stock you would now be worth $500,000. 

“Had you bought one share of Ford motor stock in 
the beginning you would now be worth $650,000. 

“Had you bought one share of Burroughs adding ma- 
chine stock when the buying was good you would have 
made $100,000. 

“If you will buy one share of our stock you may be 
worth $1,600,000.” 

These figures are quoted from memory. But those 
actually used by the fake promoters are no more re- 
liable. In the case of the older inventions, such as the 
telephone and telegraph, the claims are utterly gro- 
tesque, for they fail to take into account the numerous 
reorganizations, consolidations, purchases of subsidi- 
aries and the like, all of which either invalidated or 
sadly reduced the value of the original shares in the 
first cempanies. And in the case of Ford motor stock, 
it would be a rash man who would try to estimate just 
what sum ap original $100 share may have earned and 
appreciated. 

But the promoters of these fake companies are no- 
wise concerned with fact or truth What they want 
fis something to impress foolish and greedy men, and 
any kind of figures will serve this purpose, so long 
as they are sufficiently alluring. 


Make it strong! Hit ‘em hard! Give ’em the works! *‘ 


These are the maxims in the bright lexicon of the 
stock company promoter, and right now he is apply- 
ing these ancient prescriptions for success to the radio. 

Before we go into the matter of the way in which 
the public is being tempted and trimmed, let us take a 
glance at the facts concerning radio. 

Most of the inventions which have made fortunes 
for the inventors or for limited groups of backers and 
manufacturers have hinged upon some basic and ex- 
clusive patent which prevented competition. This is 
not the case with the radio telephore, which rests 
upon the number of devices, variously owned. Most 
of these basic inventions are controlled in this country 
by the Radio Corporation of America, which is a com- 
pany of standing and whose shares are listed and 
traded in regularly on the exchanges. There is fust 
one way to buy them, and that is through a Wall street 
broker at the market price. 

Every company which manufactures the essential 
equipment for the radio must be licensed and pay roy- 
alties to this corporation or to the various inventors. 
There is thus no monopoly and there are no valuable 
patent rights in the bands of these innumerable man- 
ufacturers. Some of them have minor patents covering 
accessories, but it will be seen at a glance that these 
patents are relatively worthless. They are im no sense 
assets upon which any large capitalization might be 
honestly based. 


In spite of these commonly known and 
facts, the fake radio promoters are swarming a 
field and gulling the people right and left. Their first 
act is to adopt names similar to that of the |

A German harpsichord maker named Schmitt built 
the first guillotine, under the direction of Dr. Louis, 
secretary of the Academy of Surgery. Louis XVI, who 
prided himself on his. skill as a locksmith and his 
knowledge of mechanics, is stated to have advised the 
adoption of the triangular form of knife instead of the 
scythe shape of the original design. This story of the 
King, who was subsequently to lose his head on the 
guillotine, is discredited in many quarters, although 
it appears in the “Memoirs” of Samson, one of the great 
hangmen. To the first guillotining, which took place 
in 1792, on the Place de Greve, the people of Paris 
thronged in crowds. 
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TATION AGAINST THE 
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GUILLOTINE 


At the swift end of Nicholas Pelletier, a footpad who 
had robbed and stasbed to death a fraveler, they 
clapped their hands with satisfaction. After that the 
guillotine was kept busy. From August, 1792, to July, 
1794, 2633 persons were beheaded, including 334 women. 
In recent years the amount of guillotining has largely 
depended on the personal views of the President of the 
moment. Thirty years ago President Carnot executed 
everybody who had been sentenced to death. Then 
President Fallieres went to the other extreme, being 
opposed to guillotining anybody. This led to an outcry, 
because criminals guilty of particularly brutal murders 
escaped the penalty. 

From 1912 the death machine has worked with regu- 
larity. But there has always been a latent hostility, 
and the Landru case has brought it to the surface. In 
addition to the cry for abolition of capital punishment, 
there is a demand for certitude that a man is guilty 
before being beheaded, and in Landru’s case certitude, 
it is declared, was not established.

This absorption is accomplished by the in- 
troduction of compressible, porous matérials like car- 
pets, heavy curtains and hairfelt, which convert the 
sound energy into heat by friction in the porous chan- 
nels. Reflecting sound and scattering it stil] leaves 
it with noise-producing energy. 

When soundproofing a building, all details should 
Le considered with respect to the likelihood of trans- 
mission of sound. Each room, as far as possible, 


spaces or air-filled materials that separate it from sur- 
rounding walls. - 

Sound may be transmitted from one side of a parti- 
tion to the other im three ways. It may progress 
through continuous air passages, it may pass as an 
elastic wave through the solid structure of the parti- 
tion, or, by setting the partition in vibration, it may 
originate sound waves on the further side. 

People outside of music studios and other rooms 
where disturbing sounds are produced, and those in 
hospitals, hotels and office buildings, as well as radio 
fans, will benefit by Prof. Watson's investigations.

INCE Freud's studies on dreams, the 

interest shown in this psychological 

phenomena has grown considerably. 

We recognize the state of uncon- 
sciousness with its limitless possibilities 
of association as the source of dream fan- 
tasies and we Know that the state of con- 
sciousness narrows the range of our view 
and just confines us to a world which is 
perceptible to our senses. 

In our waking hours, in every inter- 
course with our fellow men, we criticise 
our every thought, continually ask our- 
selves whether we will be blamed for do- 
ing something that we ought not to do 
or for neglecting to do something that we 
should: we seem to depend greatly on the 
good will and opinion of our neighbors. 

In the dream state everything is per- 
missible. We kill those we hate, others 
we crown: we play the millionaire or the 
beggar: we step from the tower to ground 
and then back again to the tower: the 
most impossible is possible in countless 
variations, deeds are much more varie- 
gated and filled with much deeper mean- 
ing than in our conscious state.

the dream found in the optical] pictures 
that roll before us in kinematographic 
fashion. pictures of rare phenomena of no 
reality, the thoughts of each normal per- 
son experienced in hallucinatory acts. In 
dreams we are paranoiacs with abnormal 
imaginative powers; we multiply every- 
thing by 1000 and place ourselves, our 
own ego, in the center of the world.

AZANLOFTF, a Siberian giant re-

to the veteran cypress. Von Humboldt, in 1803, dis- 
covered to the world of science this oldest of living 
things. Von Schrenk, in 1903, rediscovered it. Von 
Humboldt had nailed to the tree a board inscribed with 
his name and other data. 

“] found Von Humboldt's board stfil there.” said the 
younger scientist. “and even more securely fixed than 
when he left it in 1805. The bark and substance of the 
tree had grown over the board, concealing about half 
of its surface.” 

Dr. von Schren« takes, quite naturally, a peculiar 
interest in the fortunes and fate of the tree. 

“It has been one of the ambitions of my life,” said 
Dr. von Schrenk, “to make old Tule give up the secret 
of his age. That was my ambition nearly twenty 
years ago, when | visited Oaxaca for that express pur- 
pose: and I still hope some day to discover the secret — 
at least to approximate, within a few years, the actual 
age of the tree.” 

“But how could you do that?” was asked. 

He went into another room at his laboratory and 
returned, carrying a block of wood and an odd-looking 
aurer. 

Placing the block on the floor, he bored ir'‘o it about 
half a foot, the job requiring perhaps a minute. In- 
serting in the hollow auger a small wire hook, he 
pulled out a clean-cut core a quarter of an inch ‘n 
diameter and exactly as lone as_the depth he hed 
bored. “You see,” he said, “by counting the growth 
rings on the core I could tell the number of years that 
piece of wood had been growing: that is, from tiie 
depth of my bore to the surface. If I could have bored 
to the center of the tree from which this block was 


cial, backed, no doubt, by his entire constitu- 
ency, stood between science and sanctitude, defending 
the latter. In other words. old Tule is a sacred object 
to those simple Mexicans.” 

lt was, nevertheless, a great adventure, that of the 
youthful timber expert and his companion,’ the late 
Dr. William Trelease, who was director of the Mis- 
sourit Botanical Garden when the two made the long 
trip to Oaxaca.

T IS an axiom among Broadway 
song writers and composers that 
whenever they hear a good verse 


or a good tune, they go home and 
write it. For it is a fact that al- 
most every big “song hit” can be 
traced to some earlier original. 
Many successful composers have “nig- 
gers’’——as ghosts are called in the tin- 
pan alley—and every now and _ then, 
especially when there is a law suit, a popular song is 
shown to have had a very humble origin. 

Newspaper readers will recall the story behind “Dar- 
danella’—that amazingly popular tune of a few sea- 
sons back, which was bought by Fred Fischer for $109. 
It made thousands of dollars for the publisher and 
resulted in litigation that lasted for many months. 
Another sone which was bought for $50 has earned 
thousands for its lucky purchasers. And if it does not 
result in a series of law suits it will be a novelty for 
Broadway. One suit, in fact, has already been filed. 

Some months ago Bryan Foy, a son of Eddie Foy, 
the comedian, wrote a song called “Mr. Gallagher and 
Mr. Shean” for Ed Gallagher and Al Shean, two well 
known vaudeville performers. The song set forth sev- 
eral old jokes in rhyme, part of each verse being re- 
cited by “Mr. Gallagher,” part.by “Mr. Shean.”

Mathe- 
matical studies in the past have been reassuring, but 
the perennial millennialists now are more justified in 
predicting doom than they were in the past.

Morton's analysis of the effects of the Einstein theory 
increases the scientific interest in the tests that British 
and American astronomers are going to make of the 
theory: at the total solar eclipse in September.

"Mortgage 2352 Years Old Dug Up by -Archeologists 


HERE is no news in the fact that a first mort>"

gage” has been dug up recently. The mortgage is ré- 
corded on a clay brick found in the ruins of Nippur, 
Mesopotamia, by an archeological expedition from the 
University of Pennsylvania. This is said to be the 
earliest loan safeguarded according to modern invest- 
ment standards of which we have any record. The 
date loan is “dated” 430 B.C. Translated, the inscrip- 
tion reads: 


“Thirty bushels of dates are. due to Bel Nadin Shun, 
son of Marashu, by Bel Bullitsu and Sha Nabu Shu, sons 
of Kirebti, and their tenants. In the month of Tashri 
(month of harvest) of the thirty-fourth year of King 
Artaxerxes I, they shall pay the dates, thirty bushels 
according to the measure of Bel Nadin Shun, in the 
town of Bit Balatsu. Their field, cultivated: and uncul- 
tivated, their fief estate is held as a pledge 
for the dates} namely, thirty bushels, by Bel 
Nadin Shun. Another creditor shall not have power 
over it.”
